AFGHANISTAN  Durrani  Empire: 

Part  II:  Non-Afghan  Mints. 

The  coins  issued  in  the  cities  of  Pakistan  and  India  in  the  name  of 
the  Durrani  Emperor  fall  into  two  broad  categories.  The  first  cate- 
gory comprised  those  coins  struck  by  direct  order  of  the  Emperor  in 
cities  under  his  actual  control.  The  second  contains  the  coins 
struck  in  the  name  of  the  Durrani  Emperor  by  a feudal  governor.  Often 
the  local  feudatory  is  free  of  all  but  the  vestiges  of  supposed  Dur- 
rani authority.  That  is,  he  is  autonomous,  but  pays  lip  service  to 
the  Afghan  king.  Usually  tribute  is  paid  the  Afghan  ruler,  and 
the  troop  levees  are  dispatched  to  fight  the  Durrani  ruler's  cam- 
paigns. 

During  the  early  period  of  the  Durrani  dynasty,  the  local  feudatories 
maintained  strong  ties  with  the  Emperor  once  they  had  made  up  their 
mind  to  his  supremacy  ( as  opposed  to  Mughal  supremacy) . As  the  dyna- 
sty declined  due  to  internal  struggles  for  the  throne,  the  feudal 
states  became  more  independent.  In  most  cases  each  city  and  its 
environs  were  controlled  by  a local  dynasty.  Some  of  these  existed 
before  the  invasion  of  Nadir  Shah  and  maintained  themselves  long 
after  the  Durranis  and  Mughals  had  departed  from  the  scene.  The 
Daudpotras  of  Bahawalpur,  for  example,  who  established  themselves  in 
that  city  (which  was  founded  by  them)  under  Nadir  Shah,  ruled  the 
state  until  the  Independence  of  India. 

As  it  is  most  difficult  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  autonomy  of  the 
states  in  the  second  category  at  all  times,  they  will  be  listed  here 
alphabetically.  Because  of  their  fluctuating  status,  coins  issued 
in  the  name  of  the  Mughal  Emperor  during  the  period  under  discussion 
will  also  be  mentioned.  Two  of  the  mints  definitely  fall  under  the 
first  category:  the  Rikab  i Mubarak  and  Shahjahanabad  (Delhi)  coins. 

The  Coins  of  Rikab  i Mubarak: 


The  camp,  or  field,  mint  of  the  Durrani  rulers  was  called  Rikab  i 
Mubarak,  which  means  "The  August  Stirrup".  On  some  coins  the  name 
appears  merely  Rikab  (Stirrup).  Camp  mints  are  anything  but  common 
in  Oriental  history.  The  Mongols  had  them,  and  this  influence  is 
seen  in  Mughal  camp  mints,  called  Urdu,  with  or  without  additional 
identifying  name,  such  as  Urdu  dar  rah-i-Dakhan,  the  mint  of  Jahangir 
associated  with  the  Mughal  campaigns  against  the  Deccan  (Dakhan).  It 
is  often  unclear  as  to  the  actual  purpose  of  the  various  camp  mints 
and  the  issues  emanating  from  them.  Most  issues  seem  to  be  associat- 
ed with  a military  campaign,  but  some  issues  may  denote  some  other 
Royal  journey,  such  as  a religious  pilgrimage.  It  is  often  difficult 
to  pinpoint  the  exact  location  of  each  camp-mint  issue. 

Ahmad  Shah  invaded  India  six  times.  However,  the  one  knowi issue  of 
Rikab  i Mubarak  does  not  seem  to  be  associated  with  any  of  these  in- 
vasions. It  is  a unique  gold  coin  dated  Muharram  1173  (August  1759). 
R.  B.  Whitehead  tells  us  that  the  Emperor  was  not  in  India  at  that 
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time.  It  is  remarkable  in  that  the  Muslim  month  is  given.  It  is 
thought  that  the  coin  was  struck  to  commemorate  the  New  Year's  Day 
of  the  year  1173H.  Perhaps  also  some  event,  such  as  a dedication 
of  a monument,  or  some  such,  fell  on  that  day. 


The  gold  issue  of  Taimur  Shah,  on  which  the  mint-name  appears  as 
"Rikab",  is  also  unique.  Whitehead  states  that  its  sytle  indicates 
Peshawar  vicinity,  Taimur 's  winter  capital.  A rupee,  undated,  con- 
tains only  "Rikab"  as  the  mint-name,  but  it  is  in  Persian  style  and 
is  probably  struck  in  Afghanistan.  The  rupee  of  year  11  (1782)  is 
on  the  Mughal  model.  A rupee  of  the  year  1187  is  mentioned  by  C.  M. 
Fraehn  in  "Opusculorum  Postumorum,  Pars  Prima",  1855,  Petropoli, 
page  386.

The  Coins  of  Shahjahanabad  (Delhi): 

This  mint  might  easily  be  called  a "camp-mint",  being  issues  of  Ahmad 
Shah  at  the  point  of  destination  of  a campaign.  The  Durrani  conquer- 
or invaded  India  several  times.  The  issues  he  effected  at  the  former 
Mughal  capital  were  the  result  of  two  of  his  expeditions.  The  de- 
vastations of  Ahmad  Shah  on  Delhi  completed  the  ruin  of  that  splendid 
city.  The  first  occasion  in  which  the  conqueror  struck  coins  was  the 
invasion  of  1170  (1756-57)*  This  was  the  Durrani s ' most  devastating 
raid  on  the  Mughal  capital.  "Not  a straw  was  left  in  the  capital; 
the  Jumna  ran  red  with  the  blood  from  the  slaughter  at  Muttra". 

The  second  occasion  in  which  coin  was  struck  in  Delhi  was  the  cam- 
paign against  the  encroaching  Mahrattas.  The  Mahrattas  had  driven 
through  Delhi  and  into  the  Punjab,  driving  the  Nizam  Taimur  out  of 
his  domains.  At  the  bequest  of  the  Muslim  rulers  of  North  India, 
Ahmad  Shah  launched  his  campaign  against  the  Mahrattas  at  the  end 
of  1759*  They  were  soon  expelled  from  Delhi,  and  the  capital  was 
given  over  to  the  troops  for  three  days'  spoliation.  The  devastation 
was  so  thorough  that  Ahmad  Shah  thought  it  best  to  retire  from  the 
city  for  the  rainy  season  to  Anupshahr  (1760).  The  Mahrattas  retook 
the  city.  An  Anupshahr  Ahmad  was  joined  by  his  allies,  the  Rohilla 
chief,  and  the  kings  of  Farrukhabad  and  Awadh.  Together  they  de- 
stroyed the  large  Mahratta  army  in  the  decisive  battle  of  Panipat 
on  January  7,  1761.  Ahmad  Shah  reoccupied  Delhi. 

The  events  of  this  fifth  expedition  is  reflected  in  numismatics. 
Several  mints  east  of  the  Jumna  struck  coins  in  the  name  of  Ahmad 
Shah,  including  the  mints  of  his  allies.  Money  was  struck  at 
Shahjahanabad  on  the  two  occasions  of  Ahmad's  visitations.  He  re- 
turned to  Afghanistan  soon  after  Panipat  due  to  the  mutinous  behavior 
of  his  troops.  One  of  the  pieces  in  silver  is  a broad  piece  weigh- 
ing only  4 grams.  It  is  probably  a presentation  piece  and  is  not 
listed  here  (Whitehead,  No.  172)  --  Wt.  4 g.,  size  28mm.

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ADMIRAL  VERNON  & A MEDAL 
COMMEMORATING  HIS 
CAPTURE  OF  PORTO  BELLO

Very  few  American  events  have  stimulated  the  minting  of  large  numbers 
of  medals  such  as  the  campaign  in  the  Caribbean  Sea  of  Edward  Vernon 
Esq.,  Vice  Admiral  of  the  Blue. 

Edward  Vernon,  second  son  of  James  Vernon,  English  Secretary  of  State 
in  1667-1700  A.D.,  was  bom  at  Westminster  on  Nov.  12,  1684.  He 
joined  the  Royal  Navy  in  1707,  and  served  with  distinction  until  the 
peace  with  Spain  of  Prime  Minister  Sir  Robert  Walpole.  He  then 
served  as  a member  of  the  House  of  Commons  (1722-3^-),  where  he  ex- 
pressed opposition  to  Walpole's  peace  policy  and  clamored  for  war 
against  Spain.  In  one  of  his  most  famous  debates  in  the  House  of 
Commons  he  made  the  following  boast  --  "with  only  six  ships  I will 
capture  Porto  Bello".  Later  when  given  this  chance,  much  to  the 
surprise  of  the  entire  nation,  he  captured  Porto  Bello  with  a squad- 
ron of  six  ships  (Royal  Navy  war-ships)  and  the  loss  of  only  seven 
men-at-arms.  However,  Porto  Bello  (12  miles  Northeast  of  Colon, 
Panama)  was  not  as  impregnable  as  it  seemed  as  it  had  been  subjected 
to  numerous  attacks  by  the  English  buccaneers  Sir  Francis  Drake  (who 
died  and  is  buried  there),  William  Parker  and  Sir  Henry  Morgan,  but 
the  joy  of  England  over  this  victory  was  immense.  Many  medals  were 
issued  to  commemorate  this  event.

Shortly  after  the  capture  of  Porto  Bello,  with  the  help  of  the  buc- 
caneer Lowther  he  was  able  to  capture  Fort  Chagre,  another  Spanish 
stronghold. 

Unfortunately  his  triumphant  career  had  just  about  come  to  an  end. 

In  1750  with  a large  squadron  of  ships  he  attacked  Carthagena  ( in 
Colombia),  the  wealthiest  Spanish  stronghold  in  the  New  World.  Some 
historians  claim  that  a bad  time  had  been  picked  for  this  attack, 
as  Don  Blass  de  Lezo  Y Olabarrieta  and  the  Admiral  Conde  de  Tolosa, 
Spain's  most  famous  and  capable  military  leaders  were  at  the  moment 
in  charge  of  the  defense  of  Carthagena.  Also,  Carthagena,  after 
having  withstood  attacks  by  buccaneers  Robert  Ball,  Martin  Cotes, 

John  Hawkins  and  Sir  Francis  Drake,  had  recently  undergone  extensive 
refortification,  with  several  new  fortresses  built  at  key  points  on 
the  shore  outside  the  city  and  on  either  side  of  the  harbor  entrance. 


Adm.  Vernon,  after  the  initial  success  of  destroying  both  fortresses 
at  the  harbor  entrance,  considered  the  capture  of  Carthagena  imminent 
so  he  dispatched  the  corvette  "Spencer"  with  a notice  of  his  victory, 
which  was  rather  premature,  to  London.  Thus  some  rare  medals  were 
struck  to  commemorate  the  capture  of  Fort  Chagre,  and  Carthagena 
which  turned  out  to  be  a defeat.  After  a month's  long  siege  and 
having  suffered  heavy  losses  Adm.  Vernon  was  forced  to  retreat  with 
his  squadron  to  Jamaica.  In  17^1  with  his  squadron  he  attacked 
Santiago  de  Cuba  (another  Spanish  stronghold),  in  a last  attempt 
to  recover  his  loss  of  prestige  over  the  Carthagena  disaster,  but 
here  again  he  met  with  defeat.  Having  returned  home  in  17^-3  he  was 
elected  as  a member  of  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Ipswich,  and 
died  on  Oct.  30,  1757  at  Nacton,  Suffolk. 
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There  are  many  rare  medals  of  Adm.  Vernon  commemorating  his  Caribbean 
campaigns  of  Porto  Bello,  Fort  Chagre,  Carthagena,  Cuba  and  also  some 
satirical  medals  with  Adm.  Vernon  on  the  obv  and  with  the  devil 
leading  Sir  Robert  Walpole  into  Hell  on  rev.  (Sir  Robert  was  Vernon's 
political  enemy).  For  a more  extensive  listing  of  such  medals, 
please  see:
